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NATIONAL  FOREST  RECEIPTS  TOTAL  $370,053  FOR  THE  STATE 


Receipts  collected  from  the  seven  national  forests  in  New  Mexico  for  the  last 
fiscal  year  totaled  $370,053.22,  an  increase  of  about  58  per  cent  over  the  previous 
/ear,  according  to  a  report  compiled  by  Reed  H.  Jensen,  regional  fiscal  agent  of  the 


,  ^orest  Service, 

Fees  from  the  grazing  of  cattle  and  sheep  on  forest  ranges  amounted  to 
$195,985,21.    Receipts  from  the  cut  of  timber  hit  a  record  of  $164,160.11,  and 
I  $8,709,97  came  from  land  rentals.    Miscellaneous  receipts  accounted  for  the  balance 
of  $1,197.93. 

.  The  Santa  Fe  national  forest  led  the  state  with  total  receipts  of  $91,306,87. 

'  The  Gila  national  forest,  with  supervisor's  headquarters  at  Silver  City,  was  second 
with  $70,104.12. 

"Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  net  receipts  will  be  returned  to  the  state  to  be 
k  divided  among  the  counties  in  which  there  are  national  forest  lands,"  Mr,  Jensen 
said,    "This  money  will  go  into  school  funds.    An  additional  10  per  cent  is  returned 
to  the  Forest  Service  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  forest  roads  and 
*  trails  within  the  national  forests."

FARM  WORKERS  FE..ER;  WAGES  HIGHER 

Farm  workers  in  the  United  States  on  the  first  of  July  numbered  11,355,000, 
the  USDA  estimates.    Farm  employment  was  down  about  three  per  cent  from  last  year 
and  about  nine  per  cent  from  the  1935-39  average.    At  the  same  time,  farm  workers 
were  getting  20  per  cent  higher  wages  than  in  July  last  year — more  than,  twice  as 
high  v/ages  as  in  the  1935-39  period. 

CHOICE  CUTS  OF  LAMB  RETURN  TO  RATION  LIST 

With  the  return  of  choice  cuts  of  lamb  to  rationing,  New  Mexico  farmers  who 
slaughter  and  sell  these  animals  are  required  to  collect  points  for  them.  When 
selling  a  cut  containing  both  rationed  and  unrationed  meat,  the  farmer  should  con- 
sult the  wholesale  table  of  point  values.

The  notification  follows  TTPB's  refusal  to  order  the  resumption  of 
light  truck  production  next  January  1  because  of  shortages  in  manpower  and  materials.

MARKET  1943  BEkN  CROP  BEFORE  AUGUST  31 

To  be  eligible  for  the  support  price,  growers  must  market  their  194-3  crop  of 
dry  beans  on  or  before  August  31,  WF&  officials  warned  New  Mexico  farmers  this  week. 
The  original  agreement  made  with  dealers  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  pro- 
vided for  the  termination  of  the  support  program  on  July  31,  but  the  support  on  the 
•43  crop  has  been  extended  for  30  days, 

RATIONING  EASED  ON  FARM  MACHINERY 

"When  the  1945  farm  machinery  rationing  program  went  into  effect  last  week,  a 
lozen  items  went  off  the  rationing  list  of  farm  equipment:  corn  and  cotton  planters, 
row-type  sprayers,  potato  graders,  stationary  balers,  field  ensilage  harvesters, 
portable  elevators,  windmills,  listers,  and  listers  with  planting  attachments. 

Purchase  certificates  will  be  required  on  19  rationed  items$  but  there  will  be 
no  county  quotas  on  grain  drills,  potato  planters,  potato  diggers,  silo  fillers, 
irrigation  pumps,  power  sprayers,  garden  tractors,  well-water  systems,  power  pumps, 
and  farm  milk  coolers.    County  quotas  will  be  established  on  combines,  corn  binders ^ 
corn  pickers,  manure  spreaders,  mowers,  side-delivery  rakes,  hay  loaders,  pick-up 
nay  balers,  and  tractors,

Wheat  with  a  protein  content  of  13  per  cent  or  more  will  be  eligible  for 
premium  loan  rates  under  the  1944  program,   ,  chair- 
man of  the   AAA  Committee,  said  today. 

Premiums,  beginning  at  one  cent  per  bushel  for  wheat  with  a  protein  content  of 
13  per  cent,  go  to  42  cents  for  wheat  whose  protein  content  ranges  from  17  to  17.4 
per  cent.    The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  will  add  a  half  cent  per  bushel  for 
each  ha. If  of  one  per  cent  of  protein  over  17.4  per  cent. 

HERE'S  A  PASTURE  TO  END  ALL  PASTURES 

W,  If;  Kohen,  a  farmer  living  north  of  Portales,  tells  a  story  these  days  of  a 
half -acre  permanent  pasture  that  two  cows  and  a  work  mare  are  unable  to  keep  "eaten 
down," 

The  pasture  was  planted  in  African  lovegrass  by  the  former  owner,  J.  D.  Pitts, 
in  the  summer  of  1942.    The  seed  was  furnished  by  the  Roosevelt  Sbil  Conservation 
District r 

Last  summer  when  Mr.  Kohen' s  Jersey  cow  failed  to  keep  the  grass  grazed  suffi- 
ciently, he  took  his  neighbor's  Holstein  cow  to  board.    The  two  animals  were  unable 
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to  eat  all  of  the  grass,  and  so  he  resorted  to  movting.    This  year,  with  his  cot:, 
yearling  heifer,  and  work  mare    using  the  pasture,  he  believes  that  he  will  have  to 
now  the  plot  again.
